COMMISSION ACTION
Edgar James, architect representing applicant, discussed the fee and requested
the item be continued to January 8. He explained they have not been able to
locate the landscape plan the developer is to follow and discussed the
minutes indicating landscape in the buffer along Steck Avenue. He discussed
having met with the Ba1cones Civic Association to resolve the differences and
stated they would be willing to dress up the area if need be. Mr. Snyder
pointed out that a commitment had been made and it does not matter whether or
not there is a site plan. Ron Allen, representing the Ba1cones Civic Association,
stated they would appreciate the continuance. He explained the need for
something showing what would be done. He stated it is unfortunate that the
site plan cannot be located now, but there was one that was made a part of their
agreement in support of the request. Mr. Jagger clarified the intent of his
motion and pointed out that the desires of the association regarding this
specific project would be recognized. Notations are to be placed on the plat
and are to be approved by the neighborhood association as well prior to the
time it is acted on and that the neiqhborhood association has agreed to before
that time. Mrs. Schechter also noted that the zoning is to be rolled back
to the proper zoning.

He discussed the tentative dates for completion of the work as well as the
series of meetings that are being scheduled in January and explained that
the consultants would like to visit with members of the Planning Commission
also. Another series of meetings will be scheduled in April or May to go
over the information received from citizens and explain how it will be used
in the new ordinance.
